We are not going to endeavor 
to prove to yon in an -advertisement whether or not this expert's report is 
correct, but we ask you to investigate. 


Another paragraph says: "The Ohio Electric Eailway Company tells 


you that the proposal is municipal ownership and operation and that munici- 
palities for some reason are unfitted to operate utilities." 


Can you, Mr. Citizens' Committee, show us one instance where municipal 


ownership has been a success insofar as an electric lighting system is" con- 
cerned ? No. Yet, in this series of advertisements we have shown you where. 
hundreds have been failures. Our!s is not mere idle talk. 


Speaking of the above paragraph, the committee continues: "You know 


that is not true. You know you are getting water from a municipal plant 
cheaper than any private utility company can furnish it." 


That may be so, but listen to what the editorial writer of The Lima Daily 


News told the public on January 4, 1919 : 


"You can't tell much from figures; especially municipal figures. 


Ask City Hall what the appropriation of $73,313 for the waterworks 
department means, and City Hall will say it means nothing1 but a 
book entry. 


"In other words the appropriation of $78,000 is not expense 


but will be offset by income from the waterworks department. No 
one can understand it just as it really is; it is, and it isn't. But 
that isn't what we are talking about.
